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Pepsi syringe ‘finders’ facing jail 


Before the Flood of 1993, the nation was swept by the Hoax of ’93. 

More than a few Americans seized on a report in early June of a 
syringe found in a can of Diet Pepsi. 

When the hoax ballooned, each new story seeming more farfetched as 
| details of Pepsi’s secure production lines were publicized, the Food and 
Drug Administration vowed to prosecute all the liars. 

The Associated Press wanted to know what had happened to the story- 
tellers in the intervening seven weeks. Were they really being charged 
and prosecuted, or were they “getting off easy?” 

The Pepsi-Cola Co. took hundreds of stories of soft drinks tainted with 
| hypodermic syringes, sewing needles and screws. Not one has turned out 
to be true. 
| Now, according to the FDA, at least 39 storytellers in 20 states. could be 
in big trouble. That many people have been arrested, most for allegedly 
| lying when they reported a consumer product had been tampered with. 
| Hight have pleaded guilty, and seven more have trials or other court 
appearances this month. Lying about consumer product tampering is a 
| federal crime, punishable by up to five years in prison and a $250,000 
| fine, and sentencing guidelines demand prison time. 


Levee blown to save historic town 


PRAIRIE DU ROCHER, Ill. — Workers struggling to save this historic 
village escalated their war with the Mississippi on Wednesday, using 
dynamite to blast away a levee and relieve water pressure on the town’s 
leaking dikes. 

Emotions ran wild as the cat-and-mouse game with the floodwaters 
' entered its second day, with no one here sure from minute to minute 
whether the village or the river would prevail. 

“You pray a lot, cry a lot, hope a lot,” resident Pam Reinhold said as 
she hoisted sandbags. “I had a lady tell me she felt the river was teasing 
her. It’s very stressful.” 

Volunteers in life-preserving vests scrambled to pile sandbags on the 
twin levees protecting the town. Water lapped over the farthest levee 
| and seeped under the closest one. For the time being, the town survived. 


Children dying in Liberian forests 


UPPER LOFA COUNTY, Liberia — Relief agencies say an estimated 
250,000 people face starvation in the emerald forests of northern 
Liberia. Most are trapped between warring factions who contend that 
relief convoys will breach their security by crossing their lines. 

A peace plan was signed July 25 by the armies that have looted, raped 
and massacred their way through this West African state settled by 
' American slaves. But the worst victims of the war, the masses. driven 
deep into the jungle by the bloodshed, remain difficult to reach. 

Many of the hungry suffer from kwashiorkor, a severe protein deficien- 
cy that differs from marasmic malnutrition, the starvation that afflicted 
Somalia, where no food was available to many. 

In the forest north of Kakata, an estimated 500 children are dying 
weekly out of a total population of 110,000 people. According to the 
International Committee of the Red Cross, 20 percent of all children are 
suffering from kwashiorkor and 7,000 are expected to die in the next 
three weeks. 


U.S. secrets sent to Liberian rebels 


WASHINGTON — A State Department cables clerk was accused 
Wednesday of smuggling secret diplomatic papers from work to a West 
African journalist who was charged with faxing them to Liberian rebels. 

Geneva Jones, who sorted and distributed classified cables sent to the 
State Department from U.S. embassies around the world, was accused of 
hiding the documents in her purse, a bag or a rolled-up newspaper and 
taking them to journalist Dominic Ntube. She was arrested by the FBI 
as she left work Tuesday. 

Ntube was arrested two hours later at his apartment, where agents 
found thousands of classified cables and 39 CIA documents marked 
“secret,” according to court papers. 

Jones and Ntube were to appear in federal court on an espionage count 
charging that they illegally transmitted classified documents to people 
unauthorized to receive them. 

If convicted, each could be sentenced up to 10 years in prison. 

The FBI said in court papers it had direct evidence from surveillance,

Is arriving late 
a Mormon trait?

Although the term “Mormon 
Standard Time” is an accepted and 
widely-used phrase, experts argue 
its accuracy. 

Some experts say traits exist in 
Mormon life and culture that per- 
mit or even promote tardiness. 
Others, however, say punctuality is 
determined by the individual and 
is an invention of the Western 
world. . 

Those who say Mormon life and 
culture influence tardiness believe 
large families, cultural norms, 
group mentality and over-schedul- 
ing contribute to the reasons why 
Mormons are late to meetings. 

One reason Mormons are late to 
their meetings may be their large 
families. 

“It takes longer to get more kids 
ready to go somewhere, and it only 
takes one kid to really mess up and 
make everybody late,” said Tim 
Heaton, a BYU Sociology 
Department faculty member. 

When Mormon families do arrive 
late to a church meeting, they are 
not alone. This is one reason BYU 
social psychology Professor Robert 
Ridge gave for Mormons being late. 
For Mormons, being late is a cul- 
tural norm, he said. 

BYU sociology Professor John 
Seggar said that in the old days, 
with the old means of transporta- 
tion, there was more latitude for 
tardiness and perhaps the old habit 
stuck. 

It is possible that Mormons are 
late to their church meetings sim- 
ply because they do not feel it is 
important to be punctual to such 
meetings. Seggar said by being 


tardy the latecomers are uncon- 
sciously saying to the other atten- 
dants, “We don’t care about inter- 
rupting you.” 

Ridge said the same Mormons 


who are always late to their church 


meetings would never be late for a 
court date because they feel it is 
more important to be punctual for 
a court appearance than for a 
church meeting. 

Seggar said when people find two 
important things to attend, they 
inevitably are late for one of the 
two events. 

Another reason for Mormons’ tar- 
diness at church meetings may 
have to do with the meeting itself. 
Ridge said the nature of being in 
groups allows people to do things 
they normally would not, because 
they are not as closely checked for 
proper behavior. 

“They have no fear of negative 
evaluation,” he said. 

Ridge said since The Church of 
Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints 
teaches its members to be tolerant 
and not to judge others, Mormons 
who are late will probably not be 
rebuked for their lateness, and 
most likely will not be motivated to 
correct their tardiness problem. 

Mormons are not motivated to get 
to church meetings on time because 
they suffer no consequences for 
being late, Ridge said. However, 
Mormons arrive at weddings on 
time because they know that if 
they are late, they will miss it. If 
there is no consequence, there is no 


“compliance, he said. 


Ridge said understanding the rea- 
sons behind tardiness does not 
mean anything will be done to 
enforce punctuality.

“It 
was never my intent to hurt any- 
one. My main concern is for those 
injured.”

Creators of a new magazine hope 
their publication becomes a “read- 
er’s digest” to members of The 
Church of Jesus Christ of Latter- 
day Saints. 

The Latter-day Digest is the first 
publishing project of the Latter-day 
Foundation for the Arts. The non- 
profit foundation’s new president, 
Jack Adamson, calls the Latter-day 
Digest the Foundation’s “flagship.” 

“Last fall we realized there was a 
real hole in the marketplace for 
any kind of short subjects,” said 
Larry Barkdull, publisher of the 
Latter-day Digest. “Also the art 
form of short story writing is much 
different than writing an extended 
work and the Digest will specialize 
in that particular form of writing.” 

The nine-month-old publication 
usually carries fiction, articles, 
poetry, art and anecdotes for mem- 
bers of the Church. 

It has already published works by 
such authors as Susan Easton 
Black, Blaine Yorgason, George 
Durrant and Hugh Nibley. 

“At first we drew upon accessible 
people, but we are starting to get 
less-well-known people from all 
over because there are more and 
more places carrying the digest,” 
Barkdull said. “There are a lot of 
writers out there; reaching them is 
the hard part.” 

Despite its recent beginnings, the 
digest has experienced rapid 
growth. Barkdull said the circula- 
tion has grown from 1,500 to 6,000 
in the last nine months. 

“We’ve got a good future. There is 
no end to creativity in the Church 
market and every edition gets a lit- 
tle better.” 

In November, the foundation will 
come out with a companion maga- 
zine strictly for LDS women. 

“We want this to be a voice for 
mainstream LDS women,” said 
Barkdull, who launched This 
People magazine. “There are a lot 
of fringe groups getting of lot of 
attention and we want to empha- 
size the good things LDS women 
are doing.” 

The foundation, although orga- 
nized only a few years ago, has
